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1 . This action is in response to the amendment filed April 15, 2003. Claims 10-12 are 
pending. Applicants arguments have been fully considered but are not persuasive to overcome all 
grounds of rejection. All rejections not reiterated herein are hereby withdrawn. This action is 
made final. 

3. Claims 10-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claims 10-12 are indefinite over the recitation of "an isolated antibody that specifically 
binds Mam004 (SEQ ID NO: 4)..." Since SEQ ID NO: 4 is a mRNA molecule, it is unclear as to 
whether the claims intend to refer to antibodies that bind with the mRNA of SEQ ID NO: 4 or to 
antibodies which bind with the protein encoded by SEQ ID NO: 4. In view of the teachings in the 
specification, it is unclear as to what would be encompassed by an antibody that binds to a 
Mam004 nucleic acid. 
RESPONSE TO ARGUMENTS: 

In the response of April 15, 2003, Applicants state that the claims have been amended to 
indicate that the antibody specifically binds Mam004 (SEQ ID NO: 4) or a protein expressed by 
Mam004. Applicants state that the specification teaches that the term BSG is intended to 
encompass both polynucleotides and proteins expressed by the polynucleotide. Applicants point to 
pages 10-11 of the specification as providing support for the concept of antibodies which 
specifically bind to BSG. 
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Applicants arguments have been fully considered but are not persuasive because while the 
specification does discuss antibodies which specifically bind to BSG polypeptides, the 
specification does not discuss antibodies which specifically bind to BSG polynucleotides. The 
cited passages in the specification discuss the use of antibodies in ELISA methods. Since ELISA 
methods are conventionally used to detect proteins, these teachings in the specification are 
considered to be directed to antibodies which specifically bind BSG polypeptides. Accordingly, it 
is maintained that, while the specification teaches what is intended to be encompassed by 
antibodies that specifically bind BSG polypeptides, the specification does teach what is intended 
to be encompassed by antibodies that specifically bind BSG polynucleotides.
